Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The samples provided show that the materials made with a 
substrate in the claimed weight and density can be stretched 2.5 times the starting dimension without creating voids or 
tears in the substrate. The fabric can be stretched so that it has a stitch rate of about 3 stitches per inch from the 
original stitched product so that the material can be used to produce lightweight fabrics. Appears to distinguish from 
the Zafiroglu prior art based on stretch as compared to the as-stitched dimension. .
